THE BATTLE OF LAS TUNAS. 

Full Particulars of (he Engage- 
ment. 

The Advantages of the Battle 
nv ifli the Cubans. 



Special to the Cincinnati Commercial. 

New York, September 13. 

The Cuban Junta to-day received full 
reports of the battle at Las Tunas. It 
was fought on August 16, and wa$ not a 
three days’ fight. The Washington dis- 
patches were wrong in crediting the battle 
to Valtnazeda. It was the heaviest battle 
of the war. President Cespedes and Gen. 
Quesada were both present, and Cespedes 
issued a stirring order before the battle. 

The S^ji correspondent gives the follow- 
ing account of the battle: 

At three o'clock on the morning of the | 
16th ultimo, Colonel Enrique l)e Boniclie, 
commanding the garrison of Las Tunas, 
sent out a picked battalion of mounted 
regulars to learn the movements of the 
revolutionary forces, which he was aware 
were marching from different points on 
the roads to Las Tunas. The commander 
at the head of the reeon noiterers was 
Colonel Jose Valera. He did not vent in e 
half a mile before lie met a considerable 
body of Cubans, already upon the march 
toward Las Tunas. Colonel Valera order- 
ed a hasty retreat into the city. On liis 
way back his men undertook to drive in a 
number of beef cattle, but were so closely 
pressed that they had to abandon the 
undertaking. So closely had the Cubans 
followed Valera on this retreat that as he 
parsed into the city the insurgents opened 
fire upon his men, and immediately follow- 
ing. at 4:s0 a. m., the Cuban army opened 
an artillery fire upon the city. 

They assaulted it simultaneously on 
four sides, and, as the Spaniards report, 
begun the battle with deafening yells. 
Colonel Boniehe appears to have realized 
the situation from the first, and had the 
presence of mind to order a hundred cav- 
alrymen out *f the city, and to make for 
the nearest garrisons for re-enforcements. 
All but twenty-five of them were driven 
back into the city. 

According to the best information ob- 
tainable, the Cuban force was 3,500 to 
6,000 strong, and was commanded by 
Manuel Quesada, commander-in-chief of 
the Cuban arm}-. 

The Cubans went into the battle with 
cries of their wives and efi^ren ringing 
in their ears. They wauieAt-' whip the 
Spaniards, but they much m™ wanted the 
coveted stores of clothing within the walls 
of Las Tunas for their well nigh naked 
wives, mothers, sisters and children. 

Quesada, under other circumstanees, 
would not have risked a battle against so 
large a Spanish garrison, which in all par- 
ticulars was well appointed and supplied. 

The battle w-as under full headway at a 
a quarter to five o clock. Col. Valera, 
second in command, endeavored to break 
the lines of Quesada’ s forces on the San- 
tiago de Cuba road, so as to gain the rear 
with cavalry and artillery. He was driven 
back, after a sharp and disastrous engage- 
ment. 

Meantime, the Cubans pressed forward. 
Their few pieces of artillery — reported by 
the Spaniards, to the Parrott guns — were 
well served, and opened the four gates 1 
leading into the city. 

Before reaching the gates, Quesada had 
to carry an outside line of intrehchments, 
which entirely surrounded the city. The 
suddenness and early hour of the attacks, 
together with the grand array which Que- 
sada had massed before the city, demoral- 
ized nearly the whole garrison. Boniehe 
alone seemed to realize the position. 

Had he partaken of the momeptary 
demoralization of the troops, all the gar- 
rison would have been captured. 

Colonel Valera contested the street 
leading into the city on the south, inch by 
inch. Captain Martin Alozance com- 
manded the Spanish force on the Bayamo 
road, Colonel De La Torre commanded on 
the Holguin side. 

Quesada's artillery first opened from 
the Macades Hills upon the Church of 
Jesus, where a company of Spanish rifle- 
men were stationed, upon the towers, and 
on the roof. The two towers were utterly 
riddled. Tb® riflemen were dislodged, and 
immediately following Quesada, in person, 
led a column of his army through the 
southern gate into the city. 

This was a signal for a hasty retreat of 
the whole Spanish garrison into the plaza, 
or guard square. Artillery, infantry and 
cavalry hastened, pellinell, into that 
square, which, being surrounded by larger 
and stronger stone buildings than the sur- 
rounding nouses, formed for them an easi- 
ly defended fortress. 

At noon Quesada had secured three 
hundred thousand dollars' worth of gtores, 
of all kinds. Half his command kept 
Boniehe s army engaged, while th# other 
half pillaged the groceries, warehouses and 
retail and wholesale stores alike. 

During all these hours the Spaniards 
fought like regulars, but were repulsed at 
every point from which they undertook to 
break the lines of the Cubans. 

Carlos Manuel Cespedes. his cabinet, 
and’nearly the whole number of the mem- 
bers of the Republican Congress, arrived 
in the neighborhood of LaS Tunas at 11 a. 
M., and took a commanding position on 
the Macades Hills, overlooking the city, 
but by 12 M. nearly every member of Con- 
gress had mingled in the sanguinary 
atruggle. At a quarter past 1 o’clock, 
nine aud a half hours after the battle had 
begun. General Quesada ordered a retreat 
from the city. He would have continued 
the battle, after securing the desired 
stores, until he had compelled the Span- 
iards to surrender, but his scouts from the 
Bayamo and Holguin roads came in, re- 
porting one thousand Spaniards coming 
from either of these towns to re-enforce 
Boniehe. 

The great object of the battle had been 



obtained in securing the much-needed 
stores, and Quesada and Cespides could 
not afford the chances against the garri- 
son, augmented by two thousand fresh 
troovs, coming *on to them from the rear. 

The Cubans lost two hundred and fifty 
in killed, and five hundred men wounded 
The number ot the Spaniards killed could 
not be aschrtained. , 

The Diario de la Morina, of this city, 
acknowledges only one hundred and six 
I killed with two hundred and odd wound- 
ed and thirteeu missing. 

RIVER DISASTER. 

The Steamer Phantom Explodes Her 
Boilers. 

Four Killed and Fifteen 
Wounded. 

N am es of the Victims. 



The Boat aud Fargo a Total Loss. 

Paducah, Sept. 15. — The steamer Phantom 
exploded her boilers at New' Liberty, twelve 
miles above here, at half past niue this morn- 
ing, and sunk in five feet water. Geo. Nich- 
olson, first clerk, William Grammar, bar- 
keeper, and four others were killed. About 
fifteen others are wounded, three of whom 
will probably die. The wouaded are here 
and are well treated. 

The Phautom left EvansvUle yesterday with 
the Clara Scott, an opposition boat, and pas- 
sengers report they were racing. The Phau- 
tom was owned in Paducah* and chartered by 
Capt. Dexter, who was in command. She 
was valued at ten thousand dollars, upon 
which there is uo insurance. She was run- 
ning in place of the Cumberland, which blew 
up six weeks ago. 

The Phamtom was a stern-wheeler, 150 feet 
long, 28 feet beam, and feet hold; built at 
Madison September, 18>4, for Chas. Quinn, at 
a cost of $25,000. Previous to her charter by 
CapL Dexter she bad been running ia the 
Tennessee river trade. 

FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT. 

Cairo, Sept. 15 — The Cairo aud Evansville 
packet Phantom, an old stem-wheeler, whicii 
had taken the place of the Quickstep during 
low water, exploded her boilers above New 
Liberty, opposite Southland, this morning, 
killing George Nicholson, clerk, and five 
others, nnkuowu. No other officers lost, 
but some were injured. Charles McFadden, 
express agent, was badly hurt in the aukle, 
but not dangerously. All the express goods 
were lost 

The boat is a complete wreck, and nearly 
all the freigi^f' lost. Fortunately she Lad a 
slim trip. 

The Phantom was owned iu Paducah, and 
citizens report that wheu she took the place 
of the Quickstep her boilers were in such bad 
coudition as to compel her to land above the 
city and repair ucr boilers before proceeding. 
It is probable the Cumberland and Phantom 
werelnspecied by the same officer, being iu 
the same district. 

The officers of the Clara Scott, ju^-t arrived, 
give additional particulars. The Phantom 
was iu the middle of the river, six hundred 
yards above New Liberty when the accident 
occurred, aud hid not lauded for four hours. 
The boat immediately 6uuk, but water is not ' 
over the main deck, except a small portion 
amidship. The boilers are both goue, except 
a small portion weighing a hundred jlouuJs 
lyin^y on the bow. 

Tbe Clara Scott was two miles behind and 
was quickly alongside rendering every assist- 
ance possible. CapL Duncau of the Scott 
found the body of Nicholson under the wreck, 
and cut it out with axes. Death had occurred 
from wounds on the head and abdomen; right 
arm broken in two places. The body is at 
Paducah in charge of relatives. 

All the wounded were taken to Paducah, 
except oue negro, who was found in the river 
by Mr. Sberer, of New Liberty, and taken to 
Mr. Slierer’s kcruse. 

David Pierson, mote on the Cumberland 
when that boat exploded, was mate of tbc 
Phantom. He was again injured slightly, and 
was found again battling with the threatened 
destiuction of the wreck. His efforts held 
the flames in check until the Scott came 
alongside. 

Wm. Grammar, liar-keeper, is badly hurt. 

Steele, steward, leg brokeu. 

William Barry, second mate, thigh brokeu. 

Second cook, of Evansville, seriously 
burned. 

Hart, of Ohio, who was going to take charge 
of a railroad machine shop at Paducah, cut 
across the face, laying the bone bare. He will 
recover. 

Six others slightly wounded. 

The explosion is described tdh persons on 
i-hore as like a tremendous cla|r of thunder. 
No person seems scalded, but all were either 
burned or wounded by living timbers. 

Captain Bentley, a passenger, says he be- 
lieves there was no water in the boilers.

The Latest European Indulgence 

Speelal Telegrams from Madrid 
and London. 



New York, September 16. 

The Herald’s Special by the French 
cable, dated Madrid, September 14, even- 
ing, states that two Spanish iron-clad 
frigates have been ordf red by the govern- 
ment to proceed to Cuba with troops. 
Three thousand men have already sailed 
for the island, and seven thousand more 
will leave Spain for the same destination 
during the present week. 

A Herald’s special from London, of the 
the 15th, says it is known here to-day that 
Major General Sickles, U. S. Minister to 
Madrid, transmitted to the Spanish Cabi- 
net an official note protesting in behalf of 
the American people and the Government 
of the United States against the outrages 
recently committed on American citizens 
in Cuba: insinuating at the same time to 
the ministry that belligerent rights would 
soon be accorded to the -Cubans by the 
government in Washington should Spain 
persist in her barbarities on the island, 
and in her refusal of terms of a compromise 
with the people. The members of the oppo- 
sition to the Serrano government assailed 
the Sickles dispatch w.th the object of em- 
barrassing the regency as well as to pre- 
vent. if possible, any arrangement with 
the Executive iu Washington. 

The telegrams from Spain, addressed 
and en route for the New York Herald, 
relative to Cuban affairs, were stopped at 
Madrid, on Monday, the 13th inst., by or- 
der of the government. 

A statement which has been prettj - ex- 
tensively circulated here to the effect that 
England, France and Austria will coalesce 
with the intention of sustaining the rights 
of Spain in Cuba is denied. 

Iu the Board of Education yesterdaj* 
Commissioner Smyth offered a resolution 
showing that from fifteen to twenty thou- 
sand children are roaming about the 
streets of the city and never attending 
school, and authorizing a special commit- 
tee to remedy the matter. Resolution was 
adopted.
